Reduced  Railroad  Pares. 

A concession  of  one  full  fare  going  and  one- 
third  returning  has  been  granted  by  railroads 
as  usual. 

Do  not  fail  to  get  a certificate  of  ticket  agent 
when  buying  a ticket,  It  will  be  well  to  give 
your  ticket  agent  notice  in  advance  of  your  in- 
tention of  availing  yourself  of  this  reduction. 
If  you  have  a commutation  ticket,  do  not  use  it. 
Get  a regular  ticket  and  certificate  for  your 
trip  going,  otherwise  you  may  work  forfeiture 
of  the  rights  of  all  to  reduced  rates. 

There  must  be  one  hundred  certificates  be 
fore  the  reduction  applies.  Last  year  there 
were  many  more  than  one  hundred  in  attend, 
ance,  but  so  many  came  on  commutation  or 
other  reduced  rates  that  the  required  number 
was  barely  secured,  and  many  who  had  come 
from  a distance  narrowly  escaped  considerable 
loss  by  reason  of  the  carelessness  or  selfishness 
of  a few. 

Be  particular  to  have  the  certificate  properly 
filled  and  certified  by  the  railroad  agent  from 
whom  you  purchase  your  going  ticket  to  the 
place  of  meeting,  as  the  reduction  on  return 
will  apply  only  io  the  point  at  which  such 
through  ticket  was  purchased.  Give  your 
ticket  agent  timely  notice  of  your  intention  of 
availing  yourself  of  this  reduction,  so  that 
through  tickets  and  certificates  may  be  ready 
when  required.

This  offer  to  deliver  to  distributing  points  free  of  freight  charges  will  not  apply  to  less  than 
car-lot  orders,  if  shipment  is  required  at  other  than  the  above  named  dates ; but  we  will  ship 
car-lot  orders  at  any  time  after  September  20th  anvwhere  desired  within  the  territory  trib- 
utary to  the  cities  designated,  and  wdll  deduct  from  the  bill  the  cost  of  freight  to  the  nearest 
distributing  point.

Our  Peach  trees  are  budded  on  seedlings  grown  from  Tennessee  and  Alabama  Pits.  They 
are  free  from  aphis  or  root-knots,  and  have  fewer  borers  than  those  from  other  nurseries 

We  can  supply 'beautiful  medium  and  small-sized  Peach  trees  Uiis  year.  The  lands  upon 
which  our  Peach  trees  are  grown  produces  a light,  well-matured  tree,  with  fine  roots.  These 
trees  will  answer  well  the  purpose  of  “June  Ends,”  and  are  very  much  better  to  transplant, 
as  they  will  be  well  matured  to  the  terminal  bud,  while  June  Buds  are  often  tender  at  the  tips. 
The  little  trees  we  offer  should  not  be  confounded  with  the  little  culls  left  after  the  larger  trees 
have  been  dug  and  offered  so  cheaply  by  other  nurseries.  Our  Peach  trees  have  been  grown 
with  especial  reference  to  the  Southern  trade,  where  small  sizes  are  mostly  wanted.  The 
Yellows  and  Rosette  are  unknown  in  this  locality,  and  we  have  been  careful  not  to  bring  in 
any  buds  from  affected  localities.
